KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

IN SENATE. 

Tuesday. Mar 21, 1861. 
The Senate was opened with prayer by 
Elder W. T. Moore, of the Christian chureh. 

The journal of vestenlav was read by the 
Clerk. 

,< MKS8ACK FROM THE H. R. 

A message from the II. K was received by- 
Mr. McClarty, the clerk, announcing their 
concurrence in B number of Senate bills; 
a'sc, the passage of several bills which orig- 
inated in that House, and their concurrence 
in the Senate amendments to several II. I{. 
bills, and their disagreement to the Senate's 
amendment to a II. K. bill, anil that the II. 
11. had received official information that the 
Governor had signed ami approved sundrv 
II. R. bills. 

RESOLUTION. 

Mr. CHAMBERS ottered a joint resolu- 
tion, instructing our Senators, and request- 
ing our Representatives in Congress to vote 
for a repeal of the act of Congress, allowing 
the Federal Court to hold terms in Coving- 
ton. Louisville and Paducah, or to have the 
State laid oft' into four districts, and confin- 
ing the jurisdiction of the court held in each 
district to that particular district. 

The vole u :is taken on suspending the rules 
to consider the resolution now, and decided 
in the affirmative, by yeas 2 l J, nays 8. 

Mr. ANDREWS advocated the resolution 
briefly. 

Mr. ITSK opposed the resolution in a few 
humorous remarks. 

Mr. CHAMBERS replied to Mr. F1SK. 
and advocated the adoption of his resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. JOHNSON advocated the resolution 
briefly; he was opposed to repeal of the act, 
hut wished thcState laid off into districts, 
and the courts confined to their respective 
districts. 

Mr. ANDREW'S again briefly advocated 
the resolution, and replied to Mr. KISK. 

Mr. TAYLOR also replied to Mr. KISK, 
and urged the adoption of the resolution. 

The resolution was then adopted. 

LEAVE TO BRING IX A BILL. 

Mr. OILL1S— A bill for the benefit of 
• school district, No. 09, in Whitley county : 
referred to the committee on Education. 

ORDERS OF THE 11AV. 

The rules were dispensed with, and the 
orders of the day taken up, viz: 

A II. R. bill to charter Grove, No. 3, of 
the Ancient Order of Druids, having been 
amended in the Senate, the House disagreed 
to the amendment, the Senate now recede 
from the amendment. 

A II. R. bill to allow personal representa- 
tives of non-resident decedents to sue in this 
State : referred to the Judiciary committee. 

A H. R. bill for the benefit of Win. Hen- 
derson, Jr.: referred to the Finance commit- 
tee. 

A II. R. bill to change the lines of Crndy- 
ville voting district, in Adair county: pass- 
ed. 

A II. R. bill relating to Eggnor's ferry, 
across the Tennessee river, at Aurora : pass- 
ed. 

A II. R. bill to establish an additional 
voting place in district No. 4, in Taylor coun- 
ty : passed. 

A II. R. bill to change the boundary of 
the Newcastle magistrates' district, in Henry 
county: referred to the committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections. 

RESOLUTION. 

Under a dispensation of the rules, 
Mr. WIIITAKER offered a resolution to 
request the Governor to furnish the estimate 
of military appropriations made by In- 
spector General, relerred to in his message 
as being sent with his message, the samenot 
having reached the Senate: adopted. 

ENROLLMENTS. 

Mr. Gil. LIS reported sundry bills correct- 
ly enrolled, and thev were signed by the 
SPEAKER and sent'to the Governor lor his 
approval and signature. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Mr. PENNEBAKER— Military Affair*— 
Reported a EL R. bill to amend "the act for 
the better organization of the militia of the 
State, with a substitute for the bill, and 
pending amendments offered by Mr. WIIIT- 
AKER, which was also referred to the com- 
mittee. 

The special order for lOf o'clock was sus- 
pended until KM o'clock. 

Mr. WIHTAKEk offered an amendment 
to the substitute of the committee. [Pro- 
viding that the Inspector General shall hold 
no other rank, and exercise any other com- 
mand, than that exercised ami held by 
Inspectors General in the regular army of 
the United States, and all laws, or parts of 
laws, conferring on him any other or higher 
authority, are so tar hereby repealed.] 

Before action, the hour , arrived for the 
special order. 

SPECIAL ORDER FOR lOi O CLOCK. 

Mr. BEAD, from the special Military 
committee, reported a bill for the regulation, 
and to provide for the arming of the State. 

Mr. ANDREWS explained the bill, and 
showed the difference between this and all 
the other bills heretofore reported— having 
the beet provisions of all the others, and 
some additionaf improvements, in his opin- 
ion. 

Mr. SIMPSON offered an amendment to 
the Sth section. [Requires the privates 
now in the State Guard, as well as those who 
hereafter enlist in it. to take the oath requir- 
ed in this act, or to be deprived of theirarms, 
and to be dismissed from the service ] 

Some debate ensued on this amendment. 

Mr. ALEXANDER moved the previous 
question: negatived, by yeas 17, nays 10. 

The amendment ami bill was further de 
bated at considerable length. 

Before any vote was taken, the Senate took 
a recess until ii o'clock.

The vote was first taken on striking out 
the 10th section, and it was decided in the 
negative by yeas, 11 ; nays, 26. 

Mr. TAYLOR ottered an amendment to 
the yth section. [It requires the commis- 
sioners under this act to take an oath to sup- 
port the Constitution of the United States 
and of the State ol Kentucky]: rejected by- 
yens, Hi ; nays. 21. 

Mr. W'HITAKER ottered an amendment 
to the 2nd section, limiting the amount to 
be paid lor arms already bought by the Gov- 
ernor to 115,578 63. 

Mr. GLENN moved the previous ques- 
tion: negatived by yeas. 17; nays. 20. 

The amendment of Mr. WHlTAKERwas 
then rejected by veas 10; navs, 28. 

Mr. ANDREW'S ottered a verbal amend- 
ment to the 4th section: adopted. 

Mr. SIMPSON ottered a substitute for the 
whole bill. 

The substitute was rejected by yeas 14, 
nays 24. 

Mr. WALTON offered an amendment to 
the 4th section, to strike out "Frankfort.'' 
as one of the places where a powder mill, 
or an armory, shall not be erected. 

Mr. DeIIAVEN moved to amend the 
amendment by striking out Lexington also 
as one of the places. 

Mr. WALTON accepted the amendment. 
The amendment of Mr. WALTON, as 
amended, was then adopted by veas 2.'i, navs 
13. 

The bill was then ordered to a third read- 
ing; the reading dispensed with, and the bill 
passed by the following vote:

The Senate then resumed the considera- 
tion of a H. R. bill to amend an act for the 
better organization of the militia, approved 
April 4, 1861. 

The military eomrpittee iiad reported a 
substitute for the bill. 

The pending question was on Mr. WIIITA- 
KER S amendment to the substitute, provid- 
ing that the Inspector General shall exer- 
cise no other command, and hold no other 
rank, than that held and exercised by an In- 
spects? General in the regular army of the 
United States. 

The amendment was rejected by yeas 13, 
nays 23. 

Mr. RHEA offered an amendment that all 
the members of the State Guard heretofore 
organized, shall take the oath now required 
to be taken by the officers, or dismissed from 
the company and disarmed by the officers. 

A lengthy debate sprang up on this amend- 
ment, 

The amendment w as then adopted by yeas 
23, yeas 14. 

Mr. ROUSSEAU offered an amendment 
to the substitute, requiring the oath to be 
taken within thirty ox&l after the passage of 
this act: adopted by yeaw 20, nays 10. 

The previous question was then ordered. 

The substitute was then adopted, in place 
of the H. R. bill, by yeas 21, nays 15. 

The bill, as amended by the substitute, 
was then passed. 

And then the Senate adjourned. 



EVENING SESSION. 

The Senate resumed the consideration of 
the bill for the regulation and to provide for 
the arming of the State. 

The pending question was upon the 
amendment of Mr. SIMPSON to the 8th 
section of the bill. [See this morning's pro- 
ceedings for the amendment.] 

Mr. GROVER moved a call of the Senate : 
negatived by yeas. 15; nays. IS — it requiring 
only eight with the SPEAKER to order the 
call". 

The roll was called, and Messrs. DARNA- 
HY. GRUNDY, and JENKINS, were ab- 
sent. 

Mr. WIIITAKER moved an_ adjourn- 
ment: negatived — veas, S: navs, '2~. 

Mr. DARNABY and Mr. GRUNDY ap- 
peared and look their seats. 

Mr. ANDREWS moved to dispense with 
any further action under the call : carried. 

The vote was then taken on the adoption 
of the amendment, and it was rejected by 
the following vote, viz:

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Tuesday, May 21, 1861. 
Prayer by the Rev. Wm. T. Moore, of the 
Christian church. 

The reading of the journal of yesterday 
was dispensed with. 

PETITION. 

Mr. CLEARY presented a petition from 
.T. Stoddard Johnson, and other citizens ol 
Scott county, in relation to arms tbnt have 
been received in Kentucky, accompanied by 
the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That the petition of J. Stoddard 
Johnson and other citizens of Scott county, tie 
referred to a select committee, who are hereby 
invested with power to semi for persons and 
papers, and charged to inquire nnd report to 
this House what number of arms, and what 
quantity of ammunition, such as powder, 
ball, Ac., or any other military munitions 
have been brought into this State without 
authority ol the laws thereof; from whence 
such arms. Ac. have been obtained; what 
distribution has been made, or is proposed 
to be made, thereof; on what terms the said 
arms have been procured, and under what 
conditions they are pledged to be used by the 
individual holders thereof, or by the parties 
who originally procured them from the 
sources of supply; whether any oaths, not 
prescribed by the laws of the State, have 
been prescribed to and taken by the indi- 
vidual recipients of such arms, and the na- 
ture and terms of such oaths; and the com- 
mittee shall be empowered to report by bill 
or otherw ise. 

Mr. WOLFE offered the following resolu- 
tions, viz: 

That said committee inquire and report 
to this House whether 

1st. There exists in the State of Kentucky 
an organized body or bodies of men called 
the "Knights of the Golden Circle." 

2d. If such body or bodies exists in this 
State, the object, intent, and declared pur- 
poses of such organization, and the consti- 
tution and by-laws of such organization. 

3d. AVhat officers of the State of Ken 
tucky, whether civil or military, are mem- 
bers of said organization, and the names of 
such officers. 

4th. What obligations the members of 
said organization come under by the consti 
tution or by-laws thereof, lo oppose the gov- 
ernment ol the United States, and to'nssist, 
either directly or indirectly, the government 
of the Southern Confederacy or the Presi- 
dent thereof. 

6th. Where the societies called the "Knights 
of the Golden Circle" are located. 

6th. Whether there are any members of 
the legislature who are members of the 
"Knights of the Golden Circle." 

7th. That the committee have power to 
send for persons and papers. 

And that said committee have power to 
send for persons and papers, to inquire into, 
ami ascertain if the Governor of Kentucky 
has carried on a secret correspondence, or 
otherwise, with any of the authorities of the 
Confederate States, or with a Governor of 
anv one of the seceded States, touching the 
secession of Kentucky from the United 
States ; and whether any correspondence has 
taken place between the Governor of Ken 
tucky and any person in authority in the Con 
federate States, as to the furnishing of troops 



by Kentucky to the Confederate Stated, or 
any of them, or being furnished by said 
States, or any of them, to Kentucky, and re- 
port the same to this House. 

Mr. TEVIS moved that the whole subject 
be referred to the committee on Federal Re- 
lations. 

Mr. F. NEIL moved to lay the whole sub 
ject on the table. 

Mr. CARLISLE said that he had very 
great doubts about the propriety of ordering 
the investigation contemplated by the reso- 
lutions, bat ns it seemed to be the pleasure 
of the House to do so. lie would acquiesce, 
and vote in the affirmative 

Mr. TYE move 1 the previous question : 
rejected. 

Mr. F. NEIL withdrew his motion to lay 
on the table. 

Mr. BURN AM moved the previous ques- 
tion : carried.

General, Samuel Gill, Geo. T. Wood, and 
Hairy I. Todd.

Mr. MACIIEN moved to reconsider the 
vote ordering the previous question : rejected 
— yeas, 42; nays. 47. 

Mr. ("LEAHY'S amendment was then re- 
jected — yeas, 43; nays, 40. 

The question was then taken on striking 
out the names in the original bill — the Gov- 
ernor. Inspector General,' ami Samuel Gill — 
and inserting the names proposed by Mr. 
HARRISON— the Inspector General.' Sam- 
uel Gill, and A. Buford: adopted — yeas, 49;

Mr. JACOB ottered an amendment giv- 
ing seven-eights ol the arms purchased to the 
home guard : rejected — yeas, 8 ; navs. 84. 

Mr. M. J. COOK offered an amendment 
to the effect that the bill shall not lake ef- 
fect until approved by a majority of the le- 
gal voters of this Commonwealth : rejected 
— yeas. 6 ; nays. >•:',. 

The original bill provides for the election 
of officers. Ac . by ballot 

Mr. GOHEEN moved to strike out ballot 
and insert viva rove: adopted. 

Mr. LEACH moved to reconsider the vote 
adopting the above amendment: laid on the 
table. 

Mr. GOODLOE ottered an amendment by- 
way of additional section, providing that 
before any persons shall have arms distribu- 
ted to them they shall take an oath to sup- 
port the Constitution of the L'nitcd States 
and of this State. 

Mr. LANNOM moved a division of the 
question : adopted. 

The question was first taken on the oath 
to support the Constitution of the United 
States: adopted — yeas, 63; nays, 27. 

The motion to take the oath to support 
the Constitution of Kentucky : adopted. 

Mr. IIITT ottered an amendment tostrikc 
out all of the bill relating to the Home 
Guard : rejected. 

The original bill gives one fourth of the 
arms, Ac. to the Home Guard. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD moved to amend by 
striking out one fourth and inserting one 
half: adopted — yeas, 47; nays, 25. 

Mr. FAULCONER ottered an amendment, 
w hich was rejected. 

Mr. MACIIEN offered an amendment asa 
substitute for the original bill and substitute 
offered by Mr. UNDERWOOD. 

[Appropriates $1,300,000 for purchase of 
arms and accoutrements; $600,000 for in- 
struction and training; and $160,000 for am- 
munition; appoints the (iovcrnor, Inspector 
General, and Chief Engineer to constitute a 
military board for the purchase of arms and 
ammunition, and disbursing the same: all 
white males over 45, and between 15 and 18 
to constitute a home guard, to have the same 
organization as the State Guard.] 

The vote being taken the substitute was 
rejected — yeas, 9 ; nays, 46.

W Bel MLS Virginia. — The Convention at 
Wheeling representing the Western counties 
of Virginia, adjourned, fine die, on Wednes- 
day night. They did not pass an ordinance 
of secession from the State of Virginia, but 
appointed a Central Committee, with power 
either to order the re-assembling of this 
Convention, or a new one at such a time as 
they may deem necessary, prior to a Gener- 
al Convention to be held on the 11th of 
June. The Convention urged upon the peo- 
ple to disregard the acts of secession, etc., 
and to elect their members of Congress and 
the Legislature as though the acts of usur- 
pation had never been committed; and to 
select none but good Union men.

LETTER FROM MONTGOMERY. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 
Mt. Sterling, Ky., May 17. 1801. 
On yestcrdav, the Union Home Guard had 
a fine parade. In the absence of the Cap- 
tain, Judge Gist, they were commanded by 
that military veteran. Col. W. Childs. The 
company numbers some eighty of the very 
best men ot our community, representing 
the chivalry, intelligence, talent, and wealth 
of our county, and a finer looking body of 
men it is hard to get together. The vener- 
able Gen. Samuel L. Williams having come 
in town to see the parade, the company was 
commanded to halt at a point where he was 
sitting and give him nine cheers, which 
were given with a hearty good will. When 
the old man was told that they were given 
to him — he being hard of hearing — he 
uncovered his whitened locks, and. leaning 
upon his Staff, raised his bended form, and 
with eyes resting upon the stars and stripes, 
■poke as follows: "When I was a much 
younger man, I followed that flag; it was in 
JK12; the enemy was threatening our young 
and rising country. I had a young wife and a 
boy, the first fruit of our affection. I loyed 
them; but dear as they were, I lefttheirAo 
serve my country under that (lag. I was in two 
terrible battles, and endured all the hardships 
and toils incident to that memorable war. Un- 
der that banner we conquered. And can I 
now be such a dastard as to forget it ? to 
ahaudon it I No, no! if Kentucky secedes, I 
will not. 1 will be true to that Union. They 
may take my property — strip me of all, even 
take the little remnant of my life — but, as 
God is my witness, they ran .never make me 
recognize allegiance to any Government but 
the Union, With its glorious stars and stripes.' 
The old man could say no more. His words 
choked in their utterance, while the big 
tears chased each other in rapid succession 
down his furrowed cheeks. The effect on 
the company and by-standers was electrical, 
and they gave vent to their welling up pa- 
triotic emotions by one long and loud shout 
for the old veteran, and the Union, and the 
old flag. Oh, how we w ished for his son, 
Col. John S.. to have witnessed this scene! 
Bat where was he while this was going on? 
Some fifteen miles distant, at Flat Rock, 
making adisunion speech ! What a contrast ! 
The son striking parricidal blows and cast- 
ing foul dishonor on that which the father 
toiled and suffered for. and which he holds 
dearer than life itself! But enough — the 
scene is suggestive for a whole column from 
your matchless pen.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to me from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, prayingmc to issue a procla- 
mation forbidding the march of any forces of i 
this or any other State or States over our soil, j 
U> make an apprehended attack upon the' 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas,: 
numerousapplications from like good citizens ; 
of this Commonwealth have also been made' 
tome, praying me to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place. ' 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully evident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid, I 
and lamentable strife, for the existence of I 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, ■ 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is. in my judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honornhlc,_nnd the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kentucky, general- 
ly, from the ravages of a deplorable war. 
And whereas, the arms distributed to the 
"State Guard," composed as it is of gentle- 
men equally conscientious and honest, who 
entertain the opinions of both parties, are 
not to be used ajainsl the Federal Goveryiment 
nor the Con federate States, but to resist and 
prevent encroachments upon her soil, her 
rights, her honor, and her sovereignty by 
either of the belligerent parties, and to pre-

I also hereby especially 
and solemnly forbid all good citizens of this 
Comm o nw ea lth, whether incorporated in the 
' State Guard" or otherwise, mailing any 
warlike or hostile demonstrations whatever 
against any of the authorities aforesaid, 
earnestly requesting all citizens, civil and 
military, to be obedient hereto; to be obedi- 
ent to the laws and lawful orders of both 
the civil and military authorities; to remain 
when off military duty quietly and peacea- 
bly at their homes, pursuing their wonted 
lawful avocations; to refrain all words and 
acts likely to engender hot blood and pro- 
voke collision; to pursue such a line of wise 
conduct as will promote peace and tranquil- 
ly, and a sense of safety and security, and 
thus keep far away from our beloved land 
and people the deplorable calamities of in- 
vasion ; but at the same time earnestly coun- 
seling my fellow-citizens of Kentucky to 
make prompt and efficient preparations to 
assume the armor and attitude prescribed by 
the paramount and supreme law of self-de- 
fense — and strictly of self-defense alone ; pray- 
ing Almighty God to have us evermore in his 
holy keeping, and to preserve us in peace, 
prosperity, and security forever.
